o go up; The heart.may beat rapid- 
y, nd -they may show other sij'ns 
of nervousness. 


'No'Sign of-Disease

Cotton Crop 
Estimate 
Shows Gain 


Washington, Oct. 8 — W)— The 


Agriculture Department today csti- 
fiialed' this .-year's'.cotton crop'', at 
8,724,000 bales, on the basis of con- 
ditions prevailing Oct. 1. 


This oslimale compares wilh a 


forecast of 9,171,000 bales a month 
ago, with last year's crop of 9,015,- 
000 bales and with an average crop 
of 12,553,000 bales for the 1935-44 
period. 


The acreage indicalcd lo bc har- 


vqsled was cslimalcd al 17,776,000 
acres, Ihe same as a month ago. 


The condition of the crop on Oct. 


1 was cstimaled al 63 percent of 
normal compared with 67 percent 
a month «igo, with 70 percent a 
year ago and 71 percent for Ihc 
lenycar average. 


The yield of lint cotton per acre 


was cstimaled at 235.6 pounds com- 
pared with 247.6 pounds a month 
ago, 251 last year and 243,2 for 
the ten-year average. 


Collon ginned from this year's
